The same attitude of silence has 
been adopted. by administration sena- 
tors and after the three-hour attack 
on the four-power Pacific treaty today 
by Senator Keed, Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, their party whip, announced 
that there would be no discussion of 
the subject until it is formally sub- 
mitted by resident Harding. 

Mr. Aurtis’ statement was made, 
it was understood, as an explanation 
for the fact that no speeches had 
been made in favor of the treaty and 
in reply to the attacks of Senators 
Reed and Borah, republican, Idaho. 
Taken in conjunction with the party 
policy of the democrats who have de- 
cided to maintain silence, leaders on 
both sides pos, a minimum of 
debate on the new pact until after 
the armament conference is ended. At 
that time, it has been indicated, all 
of the agreements reached in the con- 
ference will be forwarded to the cap- 


itol. 

Senator Reed, however, announced 
another purpose. He proposed to 
sehd “the treaty to the American peo- 
ple just as was done with the treaty 
of Versailles,’ and he predicted that 
by the time the voters have an op- 
pertunity to act on the qhestion, “they 
will know that this treaty has all of 


the vices charged to the treaty of, 


Versailles with none of its virtues.” 
Raps Other Powers. 

‘Mr. Reed declared he could see 
nothing but trouble in the new agree- 
ment and attacked the administration 
for what he described as “changing 
face,” saying there was no differ- 


ence, except grammatical changes, be- 
tween the four-power pact and the 
Versailles covenant. His speech 
throughout was interspersed with at- 
tacks on Great Britain and Japan, 
each of whom he declared had come 
to the armament conference with the 
“avowed purpose of getting themselves 
out of a hole.” 

“This treaty ties us up with the 
only nation that has shown us an 
ugly pair of teeth in years,” he con- 
tinued. “I wonder what the people 
of the Pacific coast think of their 
new protector. I wonder if they feel 
that they can go to bed at night and 
say ‘oh, well, Japan will watch over 
us.” Ah, ah, senators, we refuse to 
make a treaty to protect France from 
Germany, but we make an alliance 
with Japan to protect her loot.” 

The Missouri senator said that al- 
though some of the sponsors of the 
treaty were talking privately of the 
good fellowship to be brought be- 
tween the nations by the treaty, he 
could not arrive at any such’ conclu- 
sion.

The failure of such efforts would! 
retard indefinitely any American offi-: 

The 
same effect, in a lesser degree, might 
be produced were suspicion to spread 
in this country that the improvement 
in the international rates of exchange 
that appears to be one indirect conse 
quence of the Washington conference, 
were being utilized by European 
financiers, or international financiers, 
or by persons reputed to be suscepti- 
ble to their influence, for speculation 
on a large scale. 

The complete success of the Wash- 
ington conference would undoubtedly 
be warmly welcomed by the American 
nation. Public approval might then 
easily override scruples, hesitations, 
or resentments on the part of Ameri- 
can legislators. The tendency in favor 
of prudent co-operation between the 
United States and other nations in eco- 
nomic matters might gain strength.

THE SECRET OF GOOD COFFEE. 

A reader connected with the coffee 
trade writes me that I am all to the 
mustard in my teaching that coffee 
well made and properly used by adults 
is a wholesome, healthful beverage, 
and desires to present me with some 
kind of highfalutin percolator and a 


special brand of coffee to make in the 
contraption, Maybe I am old-fashion- 
ed and “sot” in my yrs tag but somehow 
I have never been a to make any 
headway with a safety razor, and I 
can't see why anybody should pother 
over a percolator with coffee pots so 
cheap, 80 convenient and so thorougb- 
ly satisfactory in action. 


There’s a little secret about good 
coffee that I fear I have failed to 
emphasize in previous talks on the sub- 
ject. The peculiar pleasant flavor and 
odor of coffee depends largely upon a 


volatile or aromatic oil ggg in the 
coffee berry, perhaps half a teaspoon- 
ful in each well-made cup of coffee. 
This is the pleasant odor that is given 
off when coffee is ruined by boiling or 
kept long enough on the fire to per- 
meate the household with the pleasant 
odor—at the se of the vor of 
the coffee itself. Now, the secret | 
failed to mention before is this: The 
volatile or aromatic oils are more or 
less soluble in cold or tepid water, but 
not in boiling or hot water. Perhaps 
that is the reason why a better bever- 
age is made by grinding the coffee im- 
mediately before use, letting it stand 
for several minutes or half an hour in 
cold water, with the egg stirred in, and 
finally setting the pot on the fire and 
watching to see that it is snatched off 
before it boils up, and serving imme- 
diately. 


Now, my friend of the coffee trade, 
who wants to present me with a sort 
of burial urn to make coffee with, in- 


forms me that coffee should be “‘pow- 
dered” just before it is prepared, and 
only hot water or boiling water used. 
The suggestion of powdering seems 
good—that would expose more surface 
to the solvent action of the cold water 
and perhaps give a more satisfactory 
beverage with a slightly smaller 
amount of coffee. The notion of using 
only boiling water is absolutely wrong,

Large and influential delegations, 
representing the very best types $f 
American business and professional 
men and women, have urged this al- 
most daily for the past week. $ 

One interview was arranged a day 
or two ago by Senator Ladd, of North 
Dakota. , 

The delegation presented the~-presi- 
dent with a memorial signed by all its 
members which declared that Eng- 
land, France, Belgium, Italy and 
Canada had liberated their political 
prisoners and pointed out that “the 
continued imprisonment of these men 
is a grave reflection upon our cherish- 
ed freedom of expression anda re- 
proach to our sense of justice, par- 
ticularly since we long ago liberated 
active enemy agents such as Von 
Rintelen and others who bombed ships 
and committed crimes of the most 
serious nature.” 

Among those on the delegation were 
Oswald Garrison Villard, editor of 
The New York Nation; Fred Hewitt, 
editor of The International Machinists 
Journal; George M. Lamont, of New 
Jersey, a leading banker of New Jer- 
sey and former candidate for the 
United States senate; Rev. Mercer 
Green Johnston, of Baltimore, who 
was decorated for distinguished serv- 
ice in France; Miss Elizabeth Gilman, 
of Baltimore, daughter of Daniel Coit 
Gilman, first president of Johns Hop- 
kins university; Mrs. Frances Crane 
Lillie, sister of Charles R, Crane, 
former ambassador to China; General 
W. H. Bixby, retired, a veteran of the 
civil war; Herbert Croly, of The New 
Republic; Mrs. Theresa Russell, wife 
of Charles Edward Russell, and Mrs. 
Valentine Winters, prominent suf- 
frage leader of Dayton, Ohio, and 
many others. 

Senator Thomas FE. Watson, ot 
Georgia, has introduced a joint resolu- 
tion in congress calling for the release 
of these prisoners, and it does seem 


that they be freed—certainly a large 
portion of them.

Federal Judge Hand and his 
New York associates have estab- 
lished a precedent that should be 
followed by every judge, federal, 
state or municipal, in the country.

As matters stand, the postoffice 
department gets nothing whatso- 
ever for the transportation and de- 
livery of matter transmitted by 
frank, but it has to foot the bill for 
such service. 

It is obviously unfair and detri- 
mental to the service for the postal 
department to be charged with the 
cost of transporting this immense, 
mass of “dead head” matter with- 
out credit for it in the budget. 
Some means ought to be devised 
whereby the transportation cost of 
franked matter would be charged 
against the department or branch 
of the government in which the free 
“business” originated, and accred-

Churches Outline 
U.S. Obligations 
To Rest of World 


Chicago, December 16.—Thirty 
Protestant church  devominations, 
through their representatives at the 
federal council of the Churches of 
Christ in America, here today promul- 
gated their program for permanent 
world peace, outlined obligations 
which they declare America owes the 
world and called upon the government 
to recognize their principles. 

Aid to Austria, Russia and Armenia 
and recognition of an _ international 
court for the settlement of the world 
problems, were among. the demands 
made upon the government by the 
council, which also extended its con- 
gratulations to Great Britain and Ire- 
land. 

Fearing the accusation of partisan- 
ship, several delegates debated the 
wording of the program’s reference to 
international courts and associations 
so both the league of nations and an 
association of nations were mentionéd, 

The council also adopted a separate 


resolution to send its prayers and 
good will to the league of nations, 
Outlaw War. 
Declaring that the Washington con- 
ference on the limitation of armaments 
has “made a good beginning,’ the 


jcouncil added that “war itseif must 


be outlawed,” and continued; 

“We believe that the government of 
the United States should associate it- 
self promptly with the other nations 
of the world to establish peruranent 
institutions for the formation of inter- 
national law for the effective -opera- 
tion of the international court ‘of jus- 
tice and boards of arbitration and 
coneiliation for the assurance to law- 
abiding and peace-loving nations of 
security from attack and spoilation by 
uny lawless and aggressive nation, 
and for the provision of fair treatment 
and equal economic o rtunity to 
all individual citizens of law-abiding 
and peace-loving nations. 

“We believe that only by these tn- 
stitutions and agencies will it be pos- 
sible and practicable to abolish the 
menace to the entire race of subma- 
rines, aeroplanes and poison gases. 
We believe that the time has come 
for American public a to ex- 
press: unmistakably to cong¥ess its 
emphatic support of President Har- 
ding in giving satisfactory guaran- 
tees that the United States will take 
its full share of responsibility in in- 
ternational tasks and obligations, 

Would Accept Duties. 

“We reject with indignation a pol- 
icy of taking all possible economic ad- 
vuntages in all parts of the world 
while shirking international responsi- 
bilities and obligations. 

“We believe that under suitable con- 
ditions the dictates of justice and the 
principles of economic law require 
that the United States should consider 
and adopt some suitable adjustment 
of the debts of the nations to the 
United States, in order that they shall 
be as far as possible relieved from 
their economic difficulties. 

“We recommend a suitable commun- 
ieation to the churches and Christians 
of Germany, expressing our desire for 
renewed friendship and co-operation. 

“We condemn al] proposals’ to 
change or annul existing treaties by) 
mere congressional legislation. These 
principles should be applied to pro- 
posals regarding the use of the Pan- 
ama canal, to our dealings with Chi- 
nese and to all similar questions.”

HEARINGS ON TARIFF 
TO CLOSE JANUARY 3 


Washington, December 16.—Con¢ 
flicting views as to tu. effect of silk 
imports on the American industry 


were presented today to senate tariff 
farmers. Horace B. Cheney, of New 
York city, representing the Silk As- 
sociation of America, said the indus- 
i. was “seriously .zenaced.” While 
Safnuel Kridel, of New York city, 
representing other manufacturers as 
wal as traders and importers, testified 
that since the imports constituted only 
6 per cent of consumption they could 
have little effect and on the whole 
would be beneficial by stimulating 
American manufacturers. 

Hearings on the silk schedule vir- 
tually were closed and it was an- 
nounced that all hearings on the Ford- 
ney bill would be closed on January 
3. The rewriting of the measure then 
will be started with a view to its pres- 
entation to the senate as speedy as 
practicable, probably in February. 
Tomorrow the finance committee will 
take up articles under the sundries 
schedule, such as buttons, toys, match- 
es and feathers protection for the arti- 
ficial silk industry was asked by 
Roland L. Taylor, of Philadelphia, 
representing the Tubiz Artificial Silk 
company, which recently established a 
large plant at Hopewell, Va. The wit- 
ness produced yarious samples of 
clothing made from artificial silk for 
the inspection of gy 

The capacity of the Hopewell plant 
is about 17,000,000 pounds of yarn 
annually, Mr. Taylor said, the product 
‘being made wholly from cotton lint- 
ers. In order for his concern to com- 
peté:in the American market with for- 
eign nufacturers it must have a 
pc na cents a pound on yarns, he 
said, 6F 381-2 per cent ad valorem 
on the American vaiuation. The rate 
in the Fordney bill is 45 cents a pound 
or 23 per cent ad valorem on Ameri- 
can valuation. 

In his presentation of the case for 
the silk association, Mr. Cheney told 
the committee that imports of silk 
were increasing steadily while do- 
mestic production was declining, be- 
in; now about 50 per cent of normal. 
He presented charts to show that im- 
ports had increased enormously under 
the Underwood tariff bill and asked 
that the rates in the Fordney bill be 
revised so as to provide for a duty of 
38 1-2 per cent ad valorem on Ameri- 
can valuation or 55 per cent on for- 
eign valuation. . 

On the other hand, Mr. Kridel pro- 
tested against what he termed the high 
rates in the Fordeny bill, and charged 
that “the extremists and other high

Nine- Y ear- Old-Boy' 
May Go on Stand 
In Eastlake Trial 


Montross, Va., December 16.—The 
prosecution rested its case late today 
and the defense began the presenta- 
tion of evidence in the trial of Roger 
D. Eastlake, former petty officer, who 
is charged jointly with Miss Sarah 
BE. Knox, Baltimore nurse, with the 
murder of his wife, Margaret, Sep- 
tember 30, last, at Colonial Beach, 
Va. Before adjournment was taken 
several defense witnesses had testified 
as to Bastlake’s habits and home life. 

After the prosecution had rested 
its case, Judge J. W. Chinn, accom- 
panied by counsel for both the prose- 
cution and defense, visited a nearby 
hotel and interrogated Eastlake’s two 


children, Roger, Jr., 9, and Marga- 


‘ret, 5. The trial had reached the 
' stage where the children were the only 


t\» remaining witnesses to testify 
for the prosecution. Judge Chinn, 
after questioning the little ones for 
an hour, announced from the bench 
that he considered Margaret incompe- 
tent to testify and that he was con- 
vinced..the child’s evidence would 
throw no substantial light on the case. 
But the boy, he announced, was in 
his opinion, competent, and should 
neither the prosecu ‘on nor defense 
place him on the stand he very likely 
would exercise his legal prerogative 
and call the child aimself. This ac- 
tion would not be resorted to, how- 


ever, the judge expiained, unless he 
felt the boy’s testimony necessary. 


Time Element Enters. 


Defense attorneys, through witness- 
es, sought to break down the con- 
tention of the prosecution that East- 
lake was in his home at the hour his 
wife met her death and _ through 
Franklin Carrothers, a fellow work- 
er, with Bastlake at the Dahlgren 
proving grounds, succeeded in getting 
into the record uncontested Carroth- 
ers’ statement that Eastlake was at 
work at about the time the murder 
is alleged to have been committed. 

A. R. Crowthers, of Ocean City, 
N. J., in testifying for the defense, 
identified the hatchet found in the 
Eastlake home on the morning of the 
murder as the one which was given 
him by Miss Knox at his home in 
Ocean City to sharpen, on an occasion 
when the nurse was at that place. 
Crowthers’ wife, also a witness, cor- 
roborated her husband’s testimony. 

What was described as a “love 
letter” from Eastlake to Miss Knox 
and which was said to have been 
found in the possession of the nurse 
on the morning of the crime by Pri- 
vate Detective Tom Boulwer, of Colo- 
nial Beach, who testified for the 
prosecution that the woman tore the 
letter in bits when he attempted to 
wrest it from her, was read to the 
court. The epistle was worded in 
such a manner, it was contended, 
to show that Eastlake desired Miss 


Knox to visit him at Colonial Beach. 
Boulwer also identified a _ note

‘Markets to Help 
Georgia Farmers 
Urged by Judge 


Georgia will never enjoy its maxi- 
mum possible prosperity, until business 
men of the state provide the farmers 
with some satisfactory method to mar- 
ket their crops, Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley asserted last night in a striking 
address before the last 1921 meeting of 
the Atlanta Association of Credit 
Men. 

The federal jurist declared that 
the boll weevil have destroyed the 
value of the state’s cotton crops to 
such an extent that banks have dis- 
continued loans to cotton farmers. He 
said that in many instances this year 
corn has brought less than 40 cents a 
bushel, because of poor marketing 
facilities. 

“Co- operative marketing ‘has been 
suggested,” Judge Sibley said. “Farm- 
ers have been stung “| co-operative 
marketing schemes until they become 
suspicious of any such propositions. 
The fruit growers succeeded with that 
plan, but the Georgia farmers will not 
adopt the idea as they have lost 
confidence in it. 


Must Furnish markets. 
“The problem of the business men 


nish adequate marketing methods for 
the farmers. They must furnish grain 
elevators if grain is to be raised. If 
the business men will tell the farmer 
how to market a crop he will raise 
something. He raised his cotton be- 
cause he knew how to sell it. Now 
that he cannot raise cotton on the 
former scale he must raise something 
else, but he must have a market for 
his product.”

The federal jurist gave an interest- 
ing discussion on the origin and history 
of bankruptcy laws, and compared old 
laws with the statutes as amended at 
present.

In a report of the accomplishments 
of the adjustment bureau maintained 
by the association, Robert E. Harvey 
stated that within a radius of 50 
miles of Atlanta there are no less than 
50 merchants who would have been in 
bankruptcy long ago had it not been 
for the assistance given them by the 
bureau. 

“It is the purpose of the bureau, if 
possible, to prevent bankruptcy by 
making a friendly adjustment by ex- 
tension,” Mr. Harvey stated. “If a 
man has been in business quite a while 
and is in embarrassing circumstances 
through any fault except crookedness, 
we are able by the co-operation of the 
creditors, to offer that man, after a 
careful analysis of his business, some 
suggestion or plan whereby his fault 
can be corrected and his business put 
on a paying basis, or, if liquidation 
becomes necessary, the debtor’s estate 
can be liquidated at a much less ex- 
pense, and to better advantage than is 
possible through bankruptcy. 

“As the Red Cross is the first aid 
in physical disaster, so is the adjust- 
ment bureau the first aid in comercial 
disaster. If the bureau can reach the 
merchant in distress first, the records 
show that 99 times out of 100 satis- 
factory solutions can be arranged.”

This report shows that, owing to 
lack of funds, the adjutant-general’s 
office was, on June 30, 1921, compelled 
to suspend the work upon its huge 
task of furnishing to the adjutant- 
general of each state a detailed state- 
ment of the military service of every 
man from that state who served in 
the army during the world war. Up 
to that time 4,037,334 statements had 
been prepared, leaving 472,000 cases 
still to be handled, aside from the 
200,000 cases of men inducted into 
service on or about November 11, 
1918. “It cannot be too strongly 
urged,” General Harris states, “in the 
interest of the government, as well as 
of the states, that adequate provision 
be made for the purpose of enabling 
this office to complete a piece of work 
already so far advanced.” A specimen 
statement is reproduced in the report, 
and General Harris adds that an ex- 
amination of this will show “that the 
niilitary history furnished in each 
case contains more data than any in- 
dividual military history previously 
-furnished by the war department, or 
any histery that could have been ob- 
tained by the states by copying mus- 
ter rollg or kindred records,” and re- 
marks that if sufficient funds had 
been made available the entire work 
would have been completed before 
June 30, 1921. 

“This,” he states, “would have been 
an achievemént so remarkable that I 
cannot refrain from inviting attention 
in less than three 
= years after the termination of actual 

ostilities a military history of every 
individual who served in the world 
war would have been completed and 
the state adjutants-general would now 
be in possession of the military record 
of every man accredited to their re- 
spective states. The ability of the of- 
fice to perform such a task is attribu- 
table ‘to the fact that a new system 
for the preparation of individual mili- 
tary records was devised during tue 
war.

Replying to a question, Mr. Cham- 
berlain informed the commons that. if 
the Irish agreement were approved 
by both. sides the question of the 
amnesty of all arish prisoners would 
be considered. 

Interest now has been diverted to 
Dublin and on the position Ulster 
would take. There was an incident 
today in which some quarters is re- 
garded as showing a possible turn in 
affairs. Sir James Craig, the Ulster 
leader, on arriving in London, told 
the newspapermen but for the bound- 
ary question he might have been in- 
duced in some degree to approve of 
the treaty. Sir James seemed to have 
interpreted the speeches of Mr. Lloyd- 
George as meaning that restification 
of the boundary would result in the 
severance of Tyrone and Fermanaug 
from Ulster. Mr. Lloyd-George in 
the nouse of commons today repudiated 
this interpretation.

There seemed to be no doubt in par-

Great disappointment was express- 
ed tonight in official circles over the 
slow progress being made by the dail 
eireann in Dublin as compared with 
the prompt acceptance of the treaty 
at Westminster. According to reports 
received in parliamentary circles here 
tonight one difficulty in Dublin is 
how to prevent Eamon de Valera from 
being set aside if the dail eireann 
accepts the treaty. The view was 
held,‘ however, that the treaty eventu- 
ally would be accepted by the dail 
eireann and the Irish people. In ad- 
dition less danger is now apprehend- 
ed from the Ulster side by the mem- 
bers of parliament in view of the 
fact that etiquette precludes Lord 
Curzon from pursuing a public cam- 
paign for Ulster unless he resigns as 
lord of appeal.

In the house of commons the Ulster- 
ites and other “die hards’’ fought to 
the end. Both votes were taken on 
amendments proposed to the king’s 
speech from the throne on Wednesday, 
asking ratification of the treaty. In 
the» commons Colonel John Gretton, 
conservative, proposed the amendment 
and in the Jords the duke of Northum- 
berland performed a similar task. “ 
Best Obtainable. 

Lord Birkenhead began his reply to 
recent utterances of Lord Curzon of 
Duncairn, the former Ulster leader 
in the house of commons, before a 
crowded house in the upper chamber, 
by reminding Lord Curzon of the “un- 
wisdom and rashness” of talking of 
the government not daring to go he- 
fore the country on the treaty. He 
admitted that the treaty had not 
evoked enthusiasm, but declared that 
no settlement following the long clash 
and ancient antagonism would be 
likely to elicit enthusiasm. 

The chancellor confessed that there 
were many things in the treaty he 
woukd have arranged otherwise had it 
been possible for him to impress the 
government’s views on the Irish del- 
egates, but, he declared, the treaty 
was ,the best obtainable under the 
circumstances. 

The Irish, Lord Birkenhead con- 
tinued, were a wayward people and 
nobody was able to say what they 
would do in unexpected contingencies; 
but he said that for the first time 
with due and adequate protection for 
Uister’s legitimate interests. “ 
have given a population, which is 
overwhelmingly homogeneous an oppor- 
tunity of taking its place by the side 
of the other communities composing 
the British Empire?” He added that 
this was a great moment in history. 


To Smooth Relations. 


“The Irish are an ancient and 
parent people,” Lord Birkenhead con- 
tinued, “and I believe this settlement 
has a chance to satisfy the senti- 
ments of an overwhelming majority 
of ‘the citizens of southern Ireland. 
If so, we shall see year by year the 
disappearance of those animosities 
which have poisoned our national life 
and weakened our national effort for 
seven centuries.” 

Remarking that if it were neces- 
sary that the settlement be submitted 

‘to the test which it was in the gov- 
ernment’s power to apply (to the peo- 
ple) Lord Birkenhead proceeded to 
hie the reasons that led him to be- 
ieve that his hopes that Ulster would 
decide to enter the settlement were 
not wildly extravagant. 

The chancellor explained that when 
some time ago the government review-
